Much lias been 
said of tile extensive excavations, fills 
and gradings necessary in the building 
or relocation of a highway, but little 
attention has been given tho all-i m­ 
port ant subject of bridges.

IMttsburgh, “City of Bridges.” 


It is a far cry from that dis tan t day 
when p r e - h intone man hacked away 
at a tree trunk, felling it ov er a stre a m 
to provide easier access. Ju liu s Caesar, 
No. I Road Builder of the R om an E m ­ 
pire, added his ingenuity to a d v a n c e t 
this highly essential a dju nct to civili­ 
zation; but it remained for modern 
science to perfect the m a n u f a c tu r e of 
concrete and steel so that the brilliant 
minds of eng ineering might a ss u re the 
uninterru pted movement of co mm erc e 
over the 
mighty span s they 
would 
conceive. 


Every section of the State h a s its 
bridges—from the lowly culvert to the 
mighty Delaware River Bridge a t Phil­ 
adelphia, but iii Pittsburgh and vicin­ 
ity 
the visitor 
may inspect alm ost 
every 
type 
of 
bridge 
eng ineering 
know n to man. 
The location of the 
city on three rivers and a collection 
of hills has made the construction of 
bridges an economic necessity since 
its earliest days. Highways, railroads, 
and electric lines all m u st c ro ss the 
rivers and their tributaries a n d here 
engineers from the far corn ers of the 
world ga th er to study the h andiw ork of 
their fellows. 


In Pittsbu rgh and vicinity one may 
inspect tin* five major types of bridge 
construction 
arch, 
cantilever, 
s u s ­ 
pension, truss, and plate-girder. 
One 
of these designs is always used in long 
sp ans whether for highways or o th e r 
carr iers , while various a dapta tions 
all more or less related 
are used in 
sm all er bridges and are fam il ia r to 
every traveler. 
The arch bridge is the oldest type 
and may be found in three variations 
the stone-arch, the reinforced co ncrete 
arch and the steel arch. In tin- Pitts 
burgh area, perhaps the best exam ple 
of the stone-arch is the Pen nsy lvan ia 
Railroad Bridge adjacent to W ash in g ­ 
ton Boulevard at Lincoln Avenue; a l ­ 
though the stone-arch bridge of the 
same railroad at Rockville, n ear H a r ­ 
risburg, is famous arou nd the world. 
Reinforced co ncrete-arch bridges may 
be studied along t k “ Ohio River B ou le­ 
vard northwest of IMttsburgh. 
while 
the Washington Grossing Bridge over 
the Allegheny at Fortieth Street is an 
excellent example of steel-arch c o n ­ 
struction. 
The layman will have no trouble 
identifying arch bridges if he applies 
this simple te s t—aside from the stone- 
arch which is easily catalogu ed, all 
arch bridges have a full c urved m e m ­ 
ber which carr ie s the load directly to 
shore abutm e n ts or to piers and a b u t ­ 
ments. It is in this regard th a t they 
differ 
visually 
from 
the 
ca ntilev er 
bridge which is the second major cla s­ 
sification. 
Cantilever bridges are projected over 
midstream and so balanced on piers, 
removed 
some 
distance 
from 
the 
shore's, that the shor e ends aet a s a n ­ 
chorages. In this type the- su p p o r t de­ 
pends on the balance and not on the 
interlocking portions of the a r c h aa 
in the type of that name.
